J. L. Launay.on his excellent arti- 
cle on the North African question. 

I object very strongly, however, 
to the tone of _ refenrence to Mr. 
M. A. Paris who wrote a' letter 
defending the Arab outlook (Nov. 
10). "Mr. Paris' death" rate . . . ". 
As a professor of language, Prof. 
Launay must realize that he would 
cause less emotional bias in his 
re^der^^ had ^he ^ritten, . ^'"The 
deotl} rate Mr.! Paris quoted"."' * 

^ While Mr. Paris may be cri- 
ticized for stating that there are 
only 180 doctors in Morocco, it 
seems obvious that the figure 
quoted by Prof. Launay, 828, is 
still completely insufficient to 
handle a Moroccan population of 
nine tnillloo. 

Concerning the statements, "I 
have little hope of convlncing^Mr. 
Faris that ...» and ,'I§i^^^cn 
think it is worth trying:' His let- 
ter has too familiar a ring!" I 
feel thot a more tolerant attitude 
could be adopted toward Mr. Ffiris, 
presumably a well-meaning writ- 
er, and this attitude would seem 
to be more in keeping with the po- 
licy of a university newspaper. 

I am sure Prof. Launay has the 
best of intentions, but as an un- 
biased observer reading both 
articles, I am convinced, on the 
basis of their arguments, that the 
Prcnch administration is now com- 
pletely ' inadequate, and that 
their continued control of North 
Africa has a selfish motive.

The Meeting will consider all items which may. be presented in accordonce with 
the Constitution, and, in particular, the following amendments tb the Constitution: 

An amendment to "Article XI I -Referendum" which was approved in full at the 
MeeHng held ot" February. 10, 1955/ and which was ratified by the University with 
the exception of "Section 5" which now reads: 

"For the referendum to be of any effect whatsorer, at least 300 students must 
vote". 

The University has proposed that "Section 5" be altered to read: • 
"For the referendum to be of any effect whatsoever, ot least 20 per cent of the 

members of the Students' Society must vote". 

An amendment of paragraph four of Section "(b) Elections" of "Article V- 

Officers" which now reads: 

' 'The Vice-President shall be elected by the Students' Executive Council from 
among their own number before the fifteenth doy of February In each yèar. In the 
event of resignation, a successor shall be elected by and from the Students' Executive 
Council/' ■ • ' \ 

It is. proposed Hiat this porogroph be altered to read: 
'The Vice-President sholl be the President of the McGill Union".
